With regards to claim 1, prior art does not disclose or fairly suggest an article including a 
multi-layer substrate having a first and second layer, a support portion defined fi"om the first 
layer, and an optical element portion coupled to and depending fi-om an end of said support 
portion opposite an actuating end, said optical element having a length less than a length of said 
support potion and having a thickness substantially defined by the thickness of the second layer, 
in combination v^ith all the limitations in the claim. Claims 2-13 are allowed by virtue of their 
dependency. 

With regards to claim 14, prior art does not disclose or fairly suggest an article including 
a support portion defined fi*om at least an outer first layer of a multi-layer substrate and an 
optical element portion coupled to and depending fi-om said support portion and having a length 
less than a length of said support portion and being located at an end opposite an actuating end, 
said optical element having a thickness that is substantially defined by the thickness of an inner 
second layer of said multi-layer substrate, in combination with all the limitations in the claim. 
Claims 15 and 16 are allowed by virtue of their dependency. 

With regards to claim 17, prior art does not disclose or fairly suggest an article including 
a support portion having a length and defined from a first layer and an optical element portion 
having a length less than a length of said support portion and being coupled to and depending 
from said support portion at an end opposite to an actuating end, said optical element having a 
thickness that is substantially defined by the thickness of a second layer, in combination with all 
the limitations in the claim. Claims 18-21 are allowed by virtue of their dependency.
